made a strong presentation of his case, and 
created a favorable impression on the mem- — 
bers of the committee. He told them of the 
additional space he had secured, and even 
with the increase this would not be sufficient, 
as application has already been made for 
three times as much space as had been al- 
lowed the American government. Besides 
asking for more money the Commissioner 
General presented his scheme to take the 
American exhibit to St. Petersburg at the 
conclusion of the Paris exposition. 
Secretary lLitchcock also appeared before 
the committee, and indorsed every word Mr. 
Peck said. He told the committee that he 
had recently been in Paris and had looked 
into the project. The Secretary found great 
things were expected of this government 
during the big. show of 1900, and added that 
a liberal appropriation should be made. Mr. 
Peck asked for a total appropriation of 
$1,500,000, but it is doubtful if he will be 
Siven that much. Members of the commit- 
tee say an additional allowance will be made, 
and it will be inserted in the sundry civil 
bill, which is now being considered by the 
committee.- Senator Cullom was present 
at the hearing, and was much impressed with 
the array of facts presented by the Commis- 
sioner General.

The question went to the Controller, who 
advises Secretary Alger: 

**T' have to Say that if the President shall 
determine that the expenses above referred 
to are for the purpose of the nailonal de- 
fense, they may be paid out of the appropria- 
tion mentioned, provided the same has the 
Specific approval of the President.” 

The law officers of the War department will 
not talk about the case to any definite ex- 
tent, but there is evidently much doubt 
in their minds whether the duties of the 
Colonial board are within the requirement 
of the Controller. Secretary Alger’s letter 
to the Treasury officials says the appoint- 
ments were made ‘“ To investigate and re- 
port upon, all civil matiers which may be 
referred to them by the Secretary of War.”’ 
This is construed in some quarters as an 
admission by the War department that the 
work of the board has nothing to do with 
national defense—no more than the payment 
of a lawyer employed to examime the Car- 
ter case. There is a chance that no fund 
exists from which the Colonial board can 
be paid for its services or secure travel al- 
lowances.

todo. Major Smith F. Leech is in charge of 
river and harbor work in Connecticut and 
recently opened bids for some labor at New 
London. It is a requirement that all bidders 
shall affix to their proposals revenue stamps 
of 50 cents value. In the case of the New 
London work the lowest bid did not contain 
these stamps and Major Leech recommended 
that the bid be rejected. General Wilson 
disapproved the recommendation and di- 
rected that the contract be awarded to the 
lowest bidder,.who should be required to fur- 
nish the stamps. 

Major Leech wrote back protesting against 
this action, and pointed out that if this sort 
of thing were permitted no bidder would affix : 
stamps to his bid unless it turned out after 
the opening of bids he was the lowest and 
likely to get the contract, when he would at 
once furnish the stamps. The government 
would lose by such generosity, Major Leech 
hinted. The action of the Connecticut en- 
gineer officer met with prompt and emphatic 
response. General Wilson acknowledged 
the letter in the usual formality of official 
correspondence, and added: J 

“The Chief of Engineers, to say the least, 
considers your criticism of his decision un- 
necessary; he must be the proper judge in 
such matters, and for his action in cases of 
this character is responsible only to his su- 
periors in office.”

REBEL ATTAGK AT MANILA 


INSURGENTS ATTEMPT TO BREAK 
AMERICAN LINES. 


At Daylight the Enemy Attack the 


United States Forces Near Caloocan, 


but Are Promptly Checked by DPfec-~ 
tive Fire—Two Soldiers Killed— 
Monitor Monadnock Shells the Fili- 
pino Camp—Natives Threaten to 
Start More Fires.

Manila, Feb. 23, 9 p. m.—There was some 

brisk fighting this morning between the 

insurgents and men from the Montana, 

Oregon, and Minnesota regiments. The 

Americans killed a large number of their 

antagonists and scattered the remainder. 

Two of our men were killed and several 

wounded. The killed: 

FELTON, OSCAR, private Company Cc, First 


South Dakota.

Outside the city the Filipino forces made 
a concerted attack on General MacAr- 
thur’s front, near Caloocan. This was short- 
ly before noon. The American artillery was 
brought into play at the first sign of hos- 
tilities, and this; with a deadly fire from 
the rifles, kept the rebels in check. This 
exchange was plainly visible from the bay, 
and it became the duty of the signal corps 
to indicate the positions of bodies of insur- 
gents to the Monadnock. The consequence 
of this maneuver was that the gunners in 
the twin turrets of the big monitor were 
soon sending ten-inch shells humming clear 
over the American lines to fall and burst 
among the Filipinos, who could in no way 


‘escape this long range bombardment. 


Many of the monitor's shells set fire to 
native habitations and to the brushwood, 
adding greatly to the desolation of the 
scene for miles around Manila. There were 
also other fires in the environs, for the in- 
surgents continued to carry out their policy 
of devastation by fire, even when it could 
not possibly injure the Americans. 

After two hours of shelling from the 
Monadnock, the enemy had practically 


ceased to trouble our force at Caloocan, 


and hundreds of them lay dead in their 
tracks. 
Fight Off Santa Cruz. 

Meanwhile other bands of natives were 
being fought off at Santa Cruz and San 
Nicolas. Indeed, they even attempted to in- 
vest the outskirts of the city itself in the 
vicinity of the wasted and turbulent Tondo 
district, with its teeming native population. 

There was every indication of a desperate 
movement having been planned, to include 
every conceivable form of annoyance to the 
American forces, inside the city and out. 
It is evident that incendiarism was designed 
to throw the invaders into confusion, and if 
our soldiers had not been so prompt to meet 
the emergency an attempt would have been 
made to capture the city and put the foreign 
residents to the sword. The spirited at- 
tacks all along the line were a part of this 
scheme, the most ambitious yet fathered by 
the Filipino leaders. 

One sign pointing to this concert of move- 
ment is the fact that the attacks on the 
city outskirts were preceded by a discharge 
of signal rockets, whereby those within were 
kept informed of the movements of those 
without, and vice versa. 

The secret militia, strongly organized 
among the natives, plays an important part 
in the Tondo, Santa Cruz, and San Nicolas 
districts, and seems to have answered the 
signals of the insurgents outside. 


; Curfew Law for Manila. 

All Manila is indoors tonight. Warned by 
the signals that flashed from height to height 
among the firebug Filipinos last night, Major 
General Otis established a strict curfew law 
today. 

Until further notice all the inhabitants 
of the city are required to retire to their 
homes at 7 o’clock and not reappear before 
daybreak. 

Rebels and in iaries were warned that 
they would be sey@rely dealt with wherever 
discovered. The curfew regulation was put 
into force with vigor. At 7o’clock the police 
were abroad in all the streets driving people 
into their houses. Most of the inhabitants 
had already retired. 

Great trouble has been threatened in the 
city for tonight. General Otis has taken ex- 
traordinary precautions, however, to 
frustrate the plots of the rebels, and every 
available fighting man in the American ranks 
has been pressed into the service of keeping 
order here. 

All day long the troops have been working 
in the burning Tondo district, from which a 
cloud of smoke still hangs over the entire 
city. In many cases they have been fired 
upon by rebels sheltered in houses near the 
city limits. Scores of rebels were arrested. 
In one case a band of sixty, standing guard 
over two cars laden with rifles, bayonets, 
cartridges, and belts were overpowered and 
taken prisoners. , 


Honeycombed with Conspiracy. 

The further this work proceeded the 
clearer it became that Manila had been 
simply honeycombed with conspiracy 
against the American occupation. To 
stamp out such a firebrand plot is no easy 
matter, for the conspirators are present 
within our Hnes in unknown numbers, and 
it is exceedingly difficult to distinguish a 
well-disposed noncombatant from a full- 
fledged rebel, 

Hiow much harm can be accomplished by 
such an enemy when he uses the torch with- 
out scruple is shown by the destruction 
wrought last night, when whole acres of 
the most thickly populated part of the city 
were laid waste, at a property loss of $500,- 
000, as General Otis calculates. 

General Hughes has charge of the police 
arrangements. Iie accomplished a prodig- 
ious amount of work last night in the Tondo 
district, when his brave men had not only 
to fight fire and hunt malefactors, but also 
to expose themselves to ambuscades and 
sometimes to exchange shots with organized 
bands of insurgents. The insurgents’ 
threats to set fire to the walled city tonight 
and to massacre the Americans have placed 
a heavy burden on the Generai’s shoulders 
end he has risen to theoccasion. . 


on Transport St. Pau]. 

But in spite of the confidence that is 
felt in the ability of the American troops 
once prepared for such methods of war- 
fare, to take care of the conquered city 
there is hardly an American woman sleep- 
ing in Manila tonight. Wives of army of- 
ficers and others of our countrywomen have 
been taken on board the transport St. Pay! 
where they will remain until order is thor- 
oughly established and the swarms of in- 
surgents on the outskirts of the city driven 
back. 

Aguinaldo’s skulking warriors and sym- 
pathizers are especially anxious to burn the 
Escotta, which is the leading business street 
and promenade. To prevent this, Genera] 
Hughes is concentrating his best efforts. 

It was found necessary during the day to 
set fire to another area in the Tondo dis- 
trict in order to drive out the ambuscadeq 
rebels who were firing on our troops from 
windows and roofs. Hundreds of the natives 
were captured. Others managed to rejoin 
bands of their comrades outside the city 
lines. It has been learned that quite a 
large body of the insurgents entered the

TO SEND MORE TROOPS TO OTIS. 


Sixth and Ninth Infantry Regiments to 
Sail for Manila on or Before 
March 15. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—The War de- 
partment has arranged to dispatch further 
reinforcements to General Otis, at Manila. 
The regiments selected are the Ninth In- 
fantry, now at New York, and the Sixth In- 
fantry, at San Antonio, Tex. Both these 
regiments will go by way of San Francisco. 
It is expected that the transports taking 
them will be able to leave by March 15. 

By that date General Otis will have re- 
ceived all the reinforcements now afloat and 
bound for Manila save those on the Sheri- 
dan, which sailed frcm New York last Sun- 
day. This will give him 6,000 more troops, 
made up of the flower of the United States 
army—regulars tried in Indian service, and 
most of them inured to the Cuban climate 
in its worst aspects, having participated in 
the campaigns there during the last wet 
season. 3 

Every report that comes to the War de- 
partment goes to convince the officials that 
an offensive campaign must be immediately 
assumed inthe Philippines. , 


GERMANS ACTIVE AT ILOILO. 


Commander of the Baltimore Notifies 
- Captain of the Irene the Island 
Is American Territory. 


Berlin, Feb. 23.—The Cologne Gazette to- 
day publishes extracts from a private letter, 
dated Iloilo, Jan. 12, saying that prior to 
the conclusion of peace Lieutenant Bran- 
deis, formerly of the Twenty-first Baden 
Dragoons, with 800 Spanish troops, held the 
town against 20,000 to 30,000 Filipinos. 

When peace was concluded, the letter adds, 
Brandeis informed the American authori- 
ties at Manila that he would hold Iloilo for 
another forty-eight hours. But it appears 
that, as no Americans arrived, Brandeis 
finally evacuated the place and two days 
later the Filipinos formed a republican gov- 
ernment. . 

Relative to the incident between the com- 
mander of the German warship Irene and 
the Filipinos, the letter says the Filipinos, 
who were watching closely to prevent the 
Americans from forcing the entrance of the 
river, stopped and’ searched boats from the 
Irene, and a German officer immediately 
landed and demanded an explanation. The 
Filipinos’ President thereupon apologized 
and promised satisfaction. 

The Americans, the writer also says, scruti- 
nized all the movements of the Germans 
with great suspicion, and one morning the 
commander of the United States cruiser 
Baltimore boarded the Irene just as the 


j Germans were manning a boat and warned 


the German commander that Iloilo was 
United States territory. 

Paris, Feb. 23.—Agents in this city of the 
Filipinos have received news from Iloilo say- 
ing that the outbreak of fire there was not 
the work of the navties, but was started 
by the American shells. When the attack 
commenced, the Filipinos add, the foreign 
residents were endeavoring to persuade 
General Lopez, the Filipino commander, to 
submit, as Iloilo was not fortified and was 
therefore not in a position to resist Ameri- 
/can attack. 

The whole commercial quarter of Iloilo, 
it appears, was d°“troyed with four-fifths 
of the rest of the town. 

Finally, the Filipinos say, the foreign resi- 
dents subsequently met, protested against 
the bombardment, and resolved to put in 
claims for damages.

New Orleans, La., Feb. 23.—A Bluefields, 
Nicaragua, letter to the Picayune, dated 
Feb. 16, which arrived tonight, says: 

On Feb. 10 General Reyes, was, by the 
army and the citizens of Rama, declared 
Provisional President of the republic. 

Troops have been sent from Rama to the 
interior. Among them are about thirty 
white men, mostly Americans, commanded 
by Colonel Ausburn, formerly one of Roose- 
velt’s Rough Riders, who went from here 
and joined Roosevelt at Tampa, served 
through the Cuban campaign, was in the 
famous charge at El Caney, was mustered 
out here, and has joined Reyes’ forces and 
leads the Rama contingent. 

On Monday her British Majesty's ship In- 
trepid, Captain Burr, arrived here in the 
morning, and the Captain came ashore at 
5 p. m. 

Today the American ship arrived, and the 
Captain has just come ashore. 

The English Captain, Burr, while ashore, 
wanted to take the men who had put them- 
selves under the protection of the American 
Consul to Greytown, but General Reyes re- 
fused to let them go.

FOREIGN CONSULS ISSUE DEFI- 
ANT PROCLAMATIONS. 


British Agent Threatens te Have His 
Warship Shell the Town of Apia— 
Germany Declines to Recognize 
Authority of Chief Justice Cham- 
bers — American Consul Osbourne 
Urges His Country men in the Islands 
to Stand Together. 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 23.—The steamer 
Miowera arrived today from Sydney, Well- 
ington, Suva, Fiji, and Honolulu. 

Mail advices from Samoa via Sydney show 
that after the scene in the Apia courthouse, 
when the British and American Consuls 
showed they were stronger than Germany, 
three cheers were given for the United 
States Consul for standing by British Con- 
sul Maxse. 

In response Consul Osbourne said that it 
was his duty to stand by the Chief Justice 
and his decision in the King case and he 
would do so. It was true that he had no 
man-of-war in Apia harbor to call to his 
assistance, but there were plenty of United 
States men-of-war in the background, “ and 
don’t you forget it,’’ he added. 

At Apia the interval of waiting for in- 
structions from Europe is being filled up by 
a war of proclamations issued by the Ger- 


by the British Consul, the American Consul, 
and Captain Sturdee of H. M. 8. Porpoise on 
the other. 

Captain Sturdee issued a proclamation 
stating if Chief Justice Chambers was not 
allowed to hold court the Porpoise would

The next proclamation» was from the 
United States Consul General: 

‘*To American Citizens in Samoa: Living 
many, thousand miles away from our native 
land, the opportunity rarely comes when we 
can serve our country and preserve its honor. 
The Berlin treaty is just as much a law of 
the United States as if it had been passed by 
Congress. We helped to makeit. Our Pres- 
ident signed it. Our Senate ratified it. 

*““One of the most important features of 
that treaty is the Supreme Court of Samoa, 
established by -our government, together 
with other treaty powers, for your protec- 
tion. Every piece of property you own and 
every right that you enjoy in Samoa is pro- 
tected by that court. The title to the home 
in which you live is signed by the Chief 
Justice of that court. Except for his signa- 
ture to your deed and the seal of that court 
stamped upon it you would have no more 
right to your land than strangers. 

** Look at your deed and you will see that it 
is not only signed by the Chief Justice but by 
one of our own countrymen. An insult to 
that court and to the Chief Justice should 
be the same to every American as if the in- 
sult was given to our Supreme Court at 
Washington and to the Chief Justice of the 
_ “ There is no nation on earth that would 
dare insult the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Every man in America, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, from the gulf to the 
lakes, would fly to arms if such a thing was 
done. Think calmly and act ike patriots. 
Stand by your flag. L. W. OSBOURNE, . 

** United States Consul General.’’ 

German Consul Rose then issued a procla- 
mation declining to recognize Chief Justice 
Chambers, and saying that the provincial 
guvernment was entitled to fulfill all func- 
tions of government. He would, therefore, 
decline to recognize any acts of Chambers 
British Consul Maxse 
and United States ConsulOsbourmne issued a 
joint reply saying that Chambers was the 
Chief Justice, and any one else assuming to 
act did so in violation of the Berlin treaty. 
They claimed that the provisional govern- 
ment was intended to be only temporary. 
Any acts pertaining to the Chief Justiceship 
performed by anybody other than Chambers 
would be revolutionary and void. 


Chambers May Be Retired. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—It is said here 


sufficient in itself to remove Chief Justice 
Chambers of Samoa. His tenure of office 
is exactly prescribed in the treaty of Ber- 
lin, which convention not only prescribes 
that he shall be appointed with the ap- 
proval of all three powers, but declares 
that if any of the, powers have any com- 
plaint against the Chief Justice for mis- 
conduct in office, that complaint shall be 
made to the other two powers, and only 
in the event that a majority of the powers 
sustain the complaint shall the officer be 
removed. 

As in the present instance the interests of 
the United States and Great Britain seem 
tu lie in parallel lines, it is not conceivable 
that, if Germany should proceed to the ex- 
treme course of making a formal complaint 
of this character, that complaint would re- 
ceive the majority vote necessary to secure 
his removal. 

The same provision as to removal is laid 
down in the treaty relative to the President 
of the Municipal Council. Germany did not 
wait for a formal complaint in the case of 
Dr. Raffel, who occupied that office, but, 
upon the mere suggestion of the United 
Statcs that his continuance in office was re- 
garded by us as inimical to the welfare of 
the Samoans, he was recalled. 

In view of this concession it may be that 
the United States will feel that courtesy 
demands that this government should re- 
ciprocate by the withdrawal of Mr. Cham- 
bers. But before this is done, if it should 
be done at all, there will be a thorough 
diplomatic inquiry into the events leading 
up to the decision by the Chief Justice in 
the case of the succession to the throne, and 
it can He predicted now that our government, 
basing its conclusions upon a thorough 
study of the treaty, will accept the view that

There is every hope that 
Mr. Kipling will pull through all right, but 
under the most fortunate circumstances he 
will be an invalid for some time. 

The three children of Mr. Kipling, who 
have been suffering from bronchitis, are 
now well.

Paris, Feb. 23.—The crowds of people anx- 
lous to witness the funeral procession of 
former President Felix Faure, from the 
Elysée to the Cathedral of Notre Dame and 
thence to the Cemetery of Pére la Chaise, 
began as early as midnight to assemble 
along the Champs Elysées and Place de 
la Concorde. The entire route was lined 
with troops. 

The members of the Chamber of Deputies 
arrived at the Elysée at 9:55 and were soon 
followed by President Leubet, escorted by 
a squadron of cuirassiers, 

Mme. and Mile. Faure, who had been pray- 
ing the greater part of the night beside the 
remains, attended mass at 8 o'clock in the 
chapel of the palace. They then retired to 
their apartments and did not take part in 
the procession or in the funeral ceremony, 
though they heard mass at noon in the 
chapel of the Elysée. The hearse, drawn by 
six horses, each led by a footman, entered 
the courtyard of the palace at 9 o'clock. It 
was a magnificent car, with large biack 
plumes and having a dome decorated with 
silver stars. 

The procession moved from the palace at 
10:05, headed by General Zurlinden, the Mili- 
tary Governor of Paris.

NOMINATED TO SUCCEED JUDGE 
PETER 8. GROSSCUP. 


His Appointment to the Federal 
Bench Cannot Be Confirmed at the 
Present Session Owing to the Open 
Hostility of Senator Mason, Who 
Declares He Will Fight to the End— 
President McKinley Acts Regard- 
lews of the Inevitable Contest. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Special.}-— 
Christian C. Kohlsaat was today nominated 
as Federal District Judge at Chicago, to 
fill the place made vacant by the promotion 
of Judge Grosscup. He will not be confirmed 
at this session of Congress, and a recess ap- 
pointment will be made necessary, if the 
vacancy is to be filled during the summer. 

This much is assured, and it is also certain 
that the President and Senator Mason have 
split, and that there is not the best of feel- 
ing between the President and Senator 
Cullom, although the latter will not carry 
his resentment to the extent of open hos- 


tilities. 


Senator Mason has already arranged to. 


hold up the nomination during the present 
session of Congress. He served notice at 
once upon Senator Hoar, chairman of the 
Judiciary committee, that he désired to be 
heard on the Kohlsaat nomination.

The President was notified this morning 
before he made the appointment that there 
could be no confirmation at this session. He 
said he was ready to meet that issue, and 
declared that he felt obliged to make the 
appointment for personal reasons. He noti- 
fied Senator Cullom of his intention, and in 
return, it is believed, received assurances 
that the senior Illinois Senator would not 
go to the extent of opposing confirmation, 
although he felt hurt because Judge Kohl- 
saat’s friends had never even asked for his 
support, although the appointee’s brother 
was here in Washington a few weeks ago, 
and did not call on either of the Senators. 

To this extent the President’s action has 
been in direct opposition to the written in- 
dorsement of. the two Illinois Senators. 
While Mr. Cullom is not pleased at the 
outcome, he declines to talk on the situa- 
tion, and it is well understood has no inten- 
tion of blocking horns with the President, 
with whom his relations have been always 
cordial. 

Senator Mason, on the other hand, is open- 
ly angry and defiant, and announces his in- 
tention of holding up Judge Kohlisaat’s nom- 
ination as long as he can possibly do so, 
making it a personal matter and appealing 
to the traditional courtesy of the Senate. 
The President did not even take the trouble 
to notify Mr. Mason that the nomination 
was coming in, as is usually done. 


Senator Mason’s Statement. 

After thinking the matter over Senator 
Mason dictated to THE TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent the following statement: 

“The last time I saw President McKinley 
about the Judgship he expressed the wish 
that Senator Cullom and I should agree 
upon @ candidate, saying that it would re- 
lieve him and intimating that our decision 
would settle the matter. I agreed with 
Senator Cullom on a candidate, and five out 
of seven of the Chicago Congressmen joined 
in the request. Without any notice to me 
and in direct violation of all precedent, and, 
as I believe, for the purpose of personally 
humiliating me, he sends in Mr. Kohlsaat’s 
name. 

**My original objection to Mr. Kohlsaat 
was not based on anything against his char-

ALTERS READING OF THE RUNES 


Professor Curme Confident the Relic 
Stone Is in Existence—His 
Latest Translation. 


The Kensington stone is still the topic of 
conversation and new light is being shed 
on the relic. Professor Curme is growing 
skeptical of the genuineness of the age of 
the runes, but is still confident the stone is 
in existence. His correspondence has in- 
creased wonderfully of late and he has al- 
tered his translation in several respects as 
a result. The last two sentences are the 
ones ‘now in doubt. 

Professor Curme received a letter from 8. 
Olson, the finder of the relic yesterday, in 
which the writer said: 

** There does not seem to be any stone like 
it in: the vicinity. There g6eems to be only 
gray granite here. No one around here 
knew the language of the stone and they 
seemed to think it Indian or something of 
the sort. I was much surprised when I read 
your letter saying it was written by the 
Norsemen, for I had no idea it was so old. 
Your suggestion that the ground around the 
place where it was found should be ex- 
cavated will be followed, but I should prefer 
that a scientist be present.’’ 

Professor Curme gave out the following 
somewhat different translation, though ad- 
mitting some words and figures are con- 
jectural: 

Eight Goths (in Sweden) and twenty-two Norwe- 
gians are out on an expedition of discovery from 
the Viniand of the West. We had a camp along 
with two boats one day’s journey north of this 
stone. We were out fishing one day. After we 
came home we (literally one) found a man red 
with blood and dead. Good-bye (or ave) rescue 


DR. WILLIAM HENRY DRUMMOND 
“(TELLS OF THE “ HABITANT.” 


In an Address to the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Club at the Residence of 
Thomas Dent He Recounts the Debt 
of America to the Hardy Pioneers 
from France—Their Descendants 
Retain Their Inherited Traits and 


Are an Interesting People. 


Dr. William Henry Drummond was wel- 
comed as the poet of Canada by the mem- 
bers of the Twentieth Century club, who 
assembled last night at the residence of 
Thomas Dent, 1823 Prairie avenue, where 
he told the story of the French-Canadian 
“habitant.” In so far as literature is con- 
cerned Dr. Drummond created the “ habit- 
ant,” though as a class he found him Hving 
in the provinces of Quebec, as his father and 
grandfather had before him. «‘* Habitant,” 
as defined by Dr. Drummond, is the equiva- 
lent of the English word. pioneer, and the 
men to whom the denomination is applied 
are the lineal descendants of the coureurs 
de bois and the voyageurs. 

The poet's listeners appeared to be no less 
interested in his lecture and in the selections 
he read from his works than they were in 
his own personality. They beheld a man 
of stalwart frame, with less of the appear- 
ance of a writer of verse than of an athlete 
and sportsman. The idea of rhyme seemed 
almost incongruous when associated with 
his physical characteristics, but when he 
began to read it was seen that the size of 
his frame did not prevent him giving the 
right shade of emphasis to humor or the 
proper touch of feeling to pathos. ; 

He succeeded, also, in bringing his hearers 
into sympathy with the woodland race he 
depicted. Before he read a_ verse he 
sketched historically the “ habitant.”’ He 
said that America owed much to the French 
of Canada, the race which sent La Salle to 
Illinois, the Mississippi, and the gulf: Mar- 
quette to the headwaters of the Mississippi 
and Minnesota, and which sent Hennepin 
and Pontiac to the lakes and westward, and 
others still to Hudson Bay on the north, and 
finally to the Rocky Mountains on the west. 


* Work of the Habitant. 


“The habitant,’’ said Dr. Drummond 
“ preserves in his veins today the untainted 
blood of these, the voyagers, who made the 
French name synonymous with daring ex- 
ploration, and the coureurs de bois, who car- 
ried French prowess into the hearts of the 
forests. He no longer ranges the wood, but 
he still dwells away from the cities and 
larger towns. He is the hewer of the pine 
forests in winter, the river driver in the 
spring time, the tiller of the soil in the sum- 
mer. He is more the agriculturist than the 
wood cutter or raft driver. 

“He dwells in Old Canada, that is the 
Province of Quebec, on the same farm his 
forefathers tilled, and he continues to be 
the racial opposite of the Anglo-Saxon, 
whose cities are so near him. The Gaul in 
his nature is unsubdued. He has his curé 
to instruct him in religion, his notaire to 
draw the papers reciting his daughter’s 
marriage portion. Curé and notaire are of 
his own stock, the habitant stock, the men 
who went to the westward when Quebec was 
the frontier of French territory in the new 
continent. They are proud of their descent 
and they glory in the habitant name and 
fame. 

*‘In property he is of the class which the 
Irish describe as ‘ moderately poor,’ and in 
spite of the suggestion of the Irish failing in 
definition it isa phrase which delineates apt- 
ly. Although he lacks money his farm sup- 
plies him with everything he needs for food 
and wear. His bonne femme weaves and 
spins as your grandmothers may have done, 
he gets his bread from his own fields, his 
sugar from his own maple grove, his to- 
bacco from his own garden. He is shrewd 
and thrifty, and he lives content, dying 
happy at last as a true devotee of his ven- 
erated mother church.

The animal lived for three days and then 
suddenly died and the report went forth 
that it died from rabies.

She worried so much that she soon 
became a nervous wreck. In despair her 
parents called upon Dr. Follen Cabot, who 
is the bacteriologist of the Health depart- 
ment. Dr. Cabot knew of only one manner 
by which he could prove to the girl that the 
dog had not been mad, and that was by ob- 
taining part of the dog’s spinal cord and 
making several innoculation tests on guinea 
pigs.

The society was willing until it learned the 
doctor intended to innoculate guinea pigs.

FAVOR THE BEET BOUNTY. 


FARMERS ASK THE LEGISLATURE TO: 
,PASS PENDING BILL. 


Institute at Princeton Closes After a 
Spirited Seasion at Which the 
Springfield Lawmakers Are Urged 
to Provide for Payment by the 
State of One Cent Per Pound to Fos 
ter the Sugar Industry in Illinois— 
Some Oppose the Project. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Princeton, Feb. 23.—[Special.]—After 
the hardest fight ever made for any measure 
in the history of the Illinois Farmers’ Insti- 
tute resolutions were passed at this after- 
noon’s session recommending the passage 
of the bill now before the Legislature grant- 
ing a bounty of one cent per pound on all 
beet sugar manufactured in the State of 
Illinois. 

The beet-sugar faction had been canvass- 
ing the situation during the forenoon, and 
finally concluded to bring the subject up in 
the afternoon session, the wind-up of the 
three days’ meeting of the institute. The 
opposition had not been well organized, but 
the moment President Moore announced the 
subject at the opening of the session they 
were on the alert. 

Chairman Gale of the Committee on Reso- 


lutions read the paper from the platform, 


and the movement for its passage had hardly 
been recognized when the opposition was on 
its feet asking for the floor. A motion to 
lay the resolutions on the table received an 
immediate second, and a spirited debate 
followed, 

Professor Holden of the agricultural de- 
partment of the University of Illinois ap- 
peared in favor of the measure, and it was 
due to his able presentation of his side of the 
question that many of the opposition were 
won over. 

The discussion lasted over an hour, and 
when the motion to table was brought to a 
vote it was hard to tell which was the 
stronger, the ayes or the noes, 


Won Over by Holden. 
President Moore, while not pronouncedly 
in favor of the bounty, desired to have the 
resolutions come to a vote, and he declared 
the motion to table lost. The opposition took 
this as an occasion of their defeat, and 
when the resolutions were put to the vote 
cnly a few scattering nays were heard. The 
action of the institute on recommending 
the passage of the bounty law does not ex- 
press the sentiments of all of the delegates, 
however. A large number still hold to the 
view that the industry, if it can thrive in 
Illinois, as is claimed, can get along without 
the bounty. 

But the point has been carried, and to- 
morrow the Sugar Beet Growers’ association 
goes into a day’s session at Apollo Hall with 
great elation. Tonight Professor Holden 
gave a lecture, illustrated with stereopticon 
views, containing a large amount of informa- 
tion on the cultivation of the sugar beet and 
its manufacture into the finished A eatery 


Some of the Resolutions. 

It was a day of many resolutions for the 
institute. Beginning with the morning ses- 
sion, the committee came in with a large 
batch, and the final action before the close 
of the meeting this afternoon was the 
passage of a few more. The principal reso- 
lutions, shorn of their verblage, were: 

That not less than $150,000 be appropriated by 
the General Assembly for “e State Agricultural 
College at Champaign. and the eauipment thereof. 

That an eesy text book containing the principles 
of agriculture should be used in the public schools 
of this State, and we respectfully request and urge 
the General Assembly to so amend the school law 
as to make the teaching of the elements of agri- 
culture in the public.schools obligatory. 

The Illinois Farmers’ institute favors and in- 
dorses the Dunlap pure food bill. now pending in 
the Legislature. 

We recognize the work of the Illinois Association 
of Domestic Science and the county associations, 
and believe that domestic science ought to be 
taught both in the university and in the public 
schools. 

We recommend that topics relating to animal 
husbandry and live stock improvement be more 
generally introduced and discussed at the different 
county institutes the coming season, and we com- 
mend the efforts of the Live Stock Breeders’ associ- 
ation in coéperation with the farmers’ institute. 

That the State Farmers’ Institute urge upon the 
General Assembly the passage of an act to encour- 
age the uses and increase the consumption of 
Indian corn and its products in foreign countries, 
and providing for the appointment of a commission 
and making an appropriation therefor. 

Another resolution protests against the 
discrimination of trunk lines of railroad 
against Illinois shippers of cattle as com- 
pared with Iowa by the “ feeding in transit ” 
custom and asks for an adjustment of rates. 
An appeal will be taken to the Interstate 
Commerce commission. The Commercial 
club of Chicago and the Live Stock Growers’ 
associatiom will be asked to codperate in the 
movement. 

Many of the delegates left for their homes 
tonight, but many still remain for the Sugar 
Beet Growers’ meeting tomorrow.

Favor the Bounty. 


The points in favor of the bounty were: 

Professor Holden, University of Illinois— 
We can produce beet sugar profitably, and 
instead of sending $15,000,000 away to for- 
eign countries the money can be kept at 
home, where it will be expended again for 
articles of home manufacture. But the 
first three years of operation must neces- 
sarily be at a loss. The beets will be poor 
and the farmers must be taught to raise 
them in the best manner. During the first 
days of the bounty it will be found that the 
farmers will get $1 to every 60 cents the 
mill man will realize from the bounty. Our 
ability to raise beets cannot be questioned. 
Illinois can produce more sugar to the acre 
than any other State. Start the business 
‘in good, healthy condition, and the farmer 
‘will realize a profit of from $36 to $84 per 
acre on the land he- gives over to cultiva- 
tion. 

Mr. Curtis of Kankakee—The question is 
whether we shall have a beet sugar factory 
or not. If no bounty is offered the fac- 
tories will go to other States. Do we want 
to encourage home industries or send our 
money away? 

Mr. Black of Adams County—A few years 
ago two towns were bidding for a railroad. 
One gave $1,500 and got it, and prospered. 
The other would not offer so much money 
and it has been ‘going down hill ever since. 
I think this comparison is appropriate. 

Mr. Brumback of Iroquois~Whenever a 


‘community does not take advantage of its 


opportunities it drops back. If Illinois does 
not take hold of this question now, it will 
lose standing. Keep up to the times when 
the cost is as small as it is in this case. 
Sugar factories will enhance the value of 
your land, and you have the advantage of 
the capital brought in. It all has to pay 
taxes, and that will tend to lower yours, 


Too Many Speeches. 

With the close of the afternoon session 
many of the delegates hastened to catch the 
evening trains for home. During the three 
days’ meeting they have listened to about 
thirty-two addresses on all branches of 
farm management, and some of them com- 
plain of a bad attack of mental indigestion. 
They have taken in more than they can as- 
Similate, and there is a growing opinion 
that next year’s program should be more 
condensed. 

It is suggested that one session a day be 
eliminated, with but two addresses for each 
session, and these to be presented by the 
best authorities on the subject. Time would 
thus be gained for profitable discussion of 
points of general utility. 

The meeting this year has been most suc- 
cessful. The largest attendance was 1,400, 
and the bad roads and wet weather kept 
many away. Alton is a favorite place for 
the next meeting. 

A feature of the meeting today was a 


speech by 8S. H. Greeley, directed 
against the Chicago’ elevator pool, 
which he held up as the ‘root of 


all evil to the farmers. He even ascribed 
the panic of 1893 to its influences. He advo- 
cated government ownership of the eleva- 
tors and railroads, and said the present sys- 
tem of government by representaticn was a 
delusion and a fraud. 


AID FOR BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


Bill in the Pennsylvania Legislature 
for Payment of a Bounty to 
Manufacturers. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—For 
the first time the manufacturers of beet 
sugar have come to the front in this State. 
In the Senate today Mr. Brown of Lawrence 
introduced a bill for the promotion and en- 
couragement of sugar beet culture in the 
State and the manufacture, of sugar. The 
bill appropriates $2,500 annually for five 
years for experiments in growing sugar 
beets. It also provides that the State shall 
pay a bounty to manufacturers of beet sugar 
in this State made from beets grown here, 
for which the grower is paid by the manu- 
facturer from $4 to $5 a ton. 


FATAL BLAZE AT STOCK-YARDS. 


Fireman O’Neil Killed and Four Others 
Injured at Swift & Co.’s Warehouse 
—Loss Put at $200,000. 


An early morning fire in the Stock-Yards 
gave Chief Swenie’s men a desperate strug- 
gle yesterday, in which one fireman was 
killed at his post and four other—one a 
citizen—were injured, one critically. The 
total damages was put at $200,000. The 
blaze was discovered in Swift & Co.'s ware- 
house No. 7, Broadway and Center avenue, 
Shortly after 3 a. m., as told in extra edi- 
tions of THE TRIBUNE. But for the wet 
snow that covered the roofs of the big pack- 
ing establishments, Chief Swenie said the 
yards might have been swept from end to 


end,

having his wounds dressed. 

Starting in the north end of Swift & Co.'s 
warehouse No. 9 the flames spread quickly to 
warehouse No. 7, and when discovered were 
burning furiously. The fire had been burn- 
ing for an hour in warehouse 7 when the 
floors fell. Several fire companies had been 
fighting the flames from inside the building 
and were called out only a few minutes be- 
fore. Company 49, Captain John J. Hen- 
nessey, was the last toleave. The Captain 
ordered his men to place a ladder against 
the wall, and they were obeying when the 
east wall fell, burying them. 

Lieutenant Walters was standing under 
the ladder and was struck by the falling 
débris. Pipeman O'Neil was killed almost 
instantly. He was completely buried and it 
was some time before his body was recov- 
ered. Lieutenant McDonough was struck 
by a falling timber, while Captains Hennes- 
sey and Malloy were knocked down but not 
hurt. Numerous other firemen and specta- 
tors had narrow escapes, and almost the 
entire night police force of the district was 
required to keep the crowd out of danger. 

Situated as the building was in the midst of 
structures that are accessible only by few 
roadways it was extremely hard for the 
fire-fighters to get near enough to throw the 
streams of water advanéageously. 

By hard fighting, however, the fire was con- 
fined to the building that was destroyed, 
with the exception of slight blazes in ad- 
joining warehouses,which were extinguished 
easily. The building was completed only a 
few days ago and it was stored with hams 
and bacon. The flames were discovered by 
Hiram Wells. It is not known how they 
started. 

Pipeman O'Neil, who was killed, had been 
connected with the Fired epartment for five 
years. During most of that time he was with 
companies near the Stock-Yards. He lefta 
widow and four children. Lieutenant Mc- 
Donough has been connected with the de- 
partment for twenty-one years. He is 47 
years old and has a wife and four children. 

Deputy Coroner Bach swore in a jury, but 
the inquest over O'Neil was postponed until 
Tuesday. 


OLD LIND BUILDING BURNS. 


Market Street Landmark a Prey to 
Flames—Surveyor’s Monument De- 
stroyed—Joseph Ehert Hurt. 


The Lind Building, 28 to 32 Market street, 
one of the landmarks that withstood the 
fire of 1871, succumbed to the flames early 
yesterday morning. With it was destroyed 
& monument which for half a century had 
been the authentic basis of calculations 
from city data. The monument was im- 
bedded in the wall of the building in 1847 
at a level established by the Illinois ani 
Michigan Canal Commissioners and was used 
as the official level for the old canal and 
later for the drainage channel.. The federal) 
government adopted it as the basis of its 
harbor and river survey, and in 1867 it was 
adopted by the city as the basis of its sur- 
veys of the sewer and water systems.

Methods of Taking the Metal from the 
Earth to Be Shown in a Down- 
Town Store. 


One of Chicago’s big down-town sto 
will open today a complete working medal 
of a gold mine, showing the methods used 
in procuring the precious metal.

HEN HOLIDAY MAKES EGGS DEAR 


Fowls Quit Laying on Account of 
Weather and Wholesale Price Is 
36 Cents a Dozen. 


The price of eggs is breakfast-table talk in 
all sections of the city, but in rare instances 
is the conversation suggested by the pres- 
ence of the comestible, for the principal rea- 
son that prices are practically prohibitive. 
Wholesale quotations yesterday were 36 
cents, an advance of 6 cents over Wednes- 
day’s market, and 20 cents higher than the 
low point for the month. 

Never before in the history of the trade 
have prices been so high'or eggs so scarce 
in February. The famine is not local, the 
scarcity extending to all the leading markets 
of the country. It is a commercial situation 
to which more attention is being given than 
is devoted to wheat, the leading agricultural 
product. 

One of the unusual phases of the case is it 
is a natural ‘‘ corner.’’ The hens are not out 
on strike and nobody is manipulating the 


market. The barnyard fowls have simply 
postponed laying ‘“‘on account of the 
weather.’’ The idleness of the Northern 


hen is not less pronounced than that of her 
Southern sister. It is a hen holiday all over 
‘the country. 

For this market the high prices and the 
absence of cold storage eggs are phenomenal. 
Warehouses are absolutely bare of eggs and 
have been for three weeks, and receipts are 
but a fraction of trade requirements. Yes- 
terday they were 1,100 cases, against 3,240 
cases on Wednesday. A case contains thirty 
dozen eggs. The week started in with 1,290 
cases. A year ago the receipts were over 
4,000 cases daily, with liberal stocks of cold 
storage eggs for hotel, restaurant, and 
bakery use. 

The present month shows a steady ad- 
vance from 17 to 23 cents, when there was a 
reaction to 18% cents. This came in about 
the middle of the month. Since that time the 
advance has made sharp jumps, the greatest 
between days being six cents. 

F. E. Davis, Secretary of the Butter and 
Egg board, says: “* There are no eggs in the 
country, and no more eggs, at least in suffi- 
cient quantities to ship, are being laid. All 
the big Eastern markets are badly off and 
cannot relieve the strain here.”

Full Text of Pope Leo’s Re- 
cent Letter to Cardinal 
Gibbons. 


WRITES IN KINDLY TONE. 


Intended Only “to Suppress Cer-. 
tain Contentions” in 
America. 


IS OPPOSED TO AMERICANISM 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 23.—The following is 
the full text of an approved translation of 
the letter of Pope Leo XIII. to Cardinal 
Gibbons on Americanism, the Latin original 
having been received recently by Cardinal 
Gibbons, to whom it was forwarded by 
Cardinal Rampolla, the Papal Secretary of 
State: 

“To Our Beloved Son, James, Cardinal 
Gibbons, Cardinal Priest of the Title Sancta 
Maria, Beyond the Tiber, Archbishop of 
Baltimore—Leo XIII.. Pope—Beloved son, 
health and apostolic blessings: 

** We send to you by this letter a renewed 
expression of that good will which we nave 
not failed during the course of our pontifi- 
cate to manifest frequently to you and to 
your colleagues in the episcogate and to the 
whole American people, availing ourselves 
of every opportunity offered us by the 
progress of your church or whatever you 
have done for safeguarding and promoting 
Catholic interests. Moreover, we have 
often considered and admired the noble gifts 
of your nation which enabled the American 
people to be alive to every good work which 
promotes the good of humanity and the 
splendor of civilization. 

** Although this letter be not intended, as 
preceding ones, to repeat the words of praise 
so often spoken, but rather to call atten- 
tion to some things to be avoided and cor- 
rected; still because’it is conceived in that 
same spirit of apostolic charity which has 
inspired all our letters, we shall expect that 
you will take it as another proof of our love; 
the more so because it is intended to sup- 
press certain contentions which have arisen 
lately am you to the detriment of the 
peace of many souls. 


Takes Up Hecker Biography. 

“It is known to you, beloved son, that the 
life of Isaac Thomas Hecker, especially as 
interpreted and translated in a foreign 
language, has excited not a little contro- 
versy, because therein have been voiced 
certain opinions concerning the way of lead- 
ing-Christian life. 

“We therefore, on account of our 
apostolic office, having to guard the integ- 
rity of the faith and of the security of the 
faithful, are desirous of writing to you more 
at length conterning this whole matter. 

“The underlying principle of these new 
opinions. is that, in order to more easily 
attract those who differ from her, the 
church should shape her teachings more 
in accord with the spirit of the age and 
relax some of her ancient severity and make 
s50me concessions to new opinions. Many 
think that these concessions should be made 
not only in regard to ways of living, but 
even in regard to doctrines which belong 
to the deposit of the faith. They contend 
that it would be opportune, in order to gain 
those who differ from us, to omit» certain 
points of her teaching which are of lesser 
importance, and to tone down the meaning 
sang the church has always attached to 

em. 


Origin of the Doctrine. 

*It does not need many words, beloved 
s0n, to prove the falsity of these ideas if 
the nature and origin of the doctrine which 
the church proposes are recalled to mind. 
The Vatican Council says concerning this 
point: 

‘‘Forthe dcctrine of faith which God has revealed 
has not been proposed, like a philosophical inven- 
tion, to be perfected by human ingenuity, but has 
been delivered as 2 divine deposit to the spouse of 
Christ to be faithfully kept and infallibly de- 
clared. Hence that meaning of the sacred dog- 
mas is perpetually to he retained which our Holy 
Mother, the church, has once declared, nor is that 
meaning ever to be departed from under the pre- 
tense or pretext of a deeper comprehension of them. 
—Constitute de fide Catholica, chap. iv. 

“ We cannot consider as altogether blame- 
less the silence which purposely leads to the 
omission or neglect of some of the principles 


’ of Christian doctrine, for all the principles 


come from the same author and master, 
‘the only begotten son, which is in the bosom 
(John i., 18.) 

“They are adapted to all times and all 
nations, as is clearly seen from the words of 
our Lord to his apostles: ‘ Go ye, therefore, 
and teach all nations; teaching them to ob- 
eerve all things whatsoever I have command- 
ed you, and lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.’ (Matt. xxviii., 
19-20.) 

‘* Concerning this point the Vatican Coun- 
cil says: 

_All those things are to be believed with divine 
and Catholic faith which are contained in. the 
Word of God, written or handed down, and which 
the church, either by a solemn judgment, or by 
her ordinary and universal magisterium, proposes 
for belief, as having been divinely revealed.— 
Const. de Fide, Chapter LII. 

* Let it be far from any one’s mind to sup- 
press for any reason any doctrine that has 
been handed down. Such a policy would 
tend rather to separate Catholics from the 
church than to bring in those who differ. 
There is nothing closer to our heart than to 
have those who are separated from the fold 
of Christ return to it, but in no other way 
than the way pointed out by Christ. 


Catholic Rule of Life. 

* The rule of life laid down for Catholics is 
not of such a nature that it cannot accom- 
modate itself to the exigencies of various 
times and places. The church has, guided by 
her divine master, a kind and merciful spirit, 
for which reason from the beginning she 
has been what St. Paul said of himself: ‘I 
became all things to all men that I might 
save all.’ 

“ History proves clearly that the Apostolic 
See, to which has been intrusted the mission 
not only of teaching, but of governing the 
whole church, has continued ‘ in one and the 
same doctrine, one and the same sense, and 
one and the same judgment.’—[Consi. de 
Fide, Chapter 1V.] 

‘“‘But in regard to ways of living she has 
been accustomed to so yield that, the divine 
principle of morals being kept intact, she 
has never neglected to accommodate herself 
to the character and genius of the nations 
which she embraces. 

“Who can doubt that she will act in this 
same spirit again if the salvation of souls re- 
quires it? In this matter the church must 
be the judge, not private men, whoare often 
deceived by the appearanceof right. In this, 
all who wish to escape the blame of our 
predecessor, Pius the Sixth, must concur. 
He condemned as injurious to the church 
and the spirit of God who guides her, the 
doctrine contained in proposition LXXVIII. 
of the Synod of Pistoia, ‘ that the discipline 
made and approved by the church should be 
submitted to examination, as if the church 
could frame a code of laws useless or heavier 
than human liberty can bear.’ 

** But, beloved son, in this present matter 
of which we are speaking, there is even a 
greater danger, and a more manifest oppo- 
Sition to Catholic doctrine and discipline, ‘n 
that opinion of the lovers of novelty accord- 
ing to which they hold such liberty should 
be allowed in the church that, her super- 
vision and watchfulness being in some sense 
lessened, allowance be granted the faithful, 
each one to follow out more freely the iead- 

‘ing of his own mind and the trend of his 
own proper activity. They are of the opinion 
that such liberty has its counterpart in the 

freedom which is now the

“In the apostolic letters concerning the 
constitution of States, addressed by us to the 
Bishops and the whole church, we discussed 
this point at length, and there set forth the 
difference existing between the church, 
which is a divine society, and all other 
Social human organizations, which depend 
simply on the free will and choice of men. 


Argument for Greater Liberty. 


ae is well, then, to particularly direct 
attention to the opinion which serves as the 
argument in behalf of this greater liberty 
sought for and recommended to Catholics. 

It is alleged that now the Vatican can 
decree concerning the infallible teaching au- 
thority of the Roman pontiff, it having been 
proclaimed that nothing further on that 
score can give any solicitude, and, accord- 
ingly, since that has been safeguarded and 
put beyond question, a wider and freer field 
both for thought and action lies open to 
each cone. But such reasoning is evidently 
faulty, since, if we are to come to any con- 
clusion from the infallible teaching of the 
church, it should rather be that no one 
should wish to depart from it, and, more- 
Over, that, the minds of all being leavened 
and directed thereby, greater security from 
private error would be enjoyed by all. And, 
further, those who avail themselves of such 
a way of reasoning seem to depart seriously 
from the overruling wisdom of the most 
high—which wisdom, since it was pleased 
to set forth by most solemn decision the 
authority and supreme teaching rights of 
this apostolic see, willed that decision pre- 
cisely in order to safeguard the minds of the 
church's children from the dangers of these 
present times. 

“These dangers—viz.: the confounding of 
license with liberty, the passion for dis- 
cussing and pouring contempt upon any pos- 
sible subject, the assumed right to hold 
whatever opinions one pleases upon any 
subject and to set them forth in print to the 
world—have so wrapped minds in darkness 
that there is now a greater need of the 
church's teaching office than ever before 
lest people become unmindful both of con- 
science and of duty. 

“We, indeed, have no thought of rejecting 
everything that modern industry and study 
has produced; so far from it that we wel- 
come to the patrimony of truth and to an 
ever widening scope of public well-being 
whatsoever helps toward the progress of. 
learning and virtue. Yet all this, to be of 
any solid benefit—nay, to have a real exist- 
ence and growth—can only be on the condi- 
tion of recognizing the wisdom and authority 
of the church. 


External Gi ‘dance Set Aside. 


“Coming now tolkpeak of the conclusions 
which have been deduced from the above 
opinions and for them, we readily believe 
there was no thought of wrong or guile, yet 


the things themselves certainly merit some | 


degree of suspicion. 

** First, all external guidance is set aside 
for those souls who are striving after Chris- 
tian perfection as being superfluous, or, in- 
deed, not useful in any sense—the conten- 
tion being that the Holy Spirit pours richer 
and more abundant graces than formerly 
upon the souls of the faithful, so that with- 
out human intervention he teaches and 
guides them by some hidden instinct of his 
own. Yet it is the sign of no small over- 
confidence to desire to measure and deter- 
mine the mode of the divine communication 
to mankind, since it wholly depends upon his 
own good pleasure and heis a most generous 
dispenser of his own gifts. 

‘‘The spirit breatheth whereso he listeth.—John 


fii., 6. 

‘* And to each one of us grace ig given according , 
to the measure of the giving of Christ.—Eph. iv., 7. 

“And shall any one who recalls the his- 
tory of the Apostles, the faith of the nascent 
church, the trials and deaths of the mar- 
tyrs—and, above all, those olden times, so 
fruitful in saints—dare to measure our age 
with these, or affirm that they received less 


of the divine outpouring from the spirit of 


holiness? 

‘‘ Not to dwell upon this point, there is no 
one who calls in'question the truth that the 
Holy Spirit does work by a secret descent 
into the souls of the just, and that he stirs 
them alike by warnings and impulses, since 
unless this were the case all outward de- 
fense and authority would be unavailing. 

‘‘ For if any persuade himself that he can give 
assent to saving, that is, to gospel truth when pro- 
claimed, without any illumination of the Holy 
Spirit, who gives unto all sweetness both to assent 
and to held, such an one is deceived by heretical 
spirit.—From the Second Council of Orange.— 
Canon 7. 

‘Moreover, as experience shows, these 
monitions and impulses of the Holy Spirit 
are for the most part felt through the 
medium of the aid and light of an external 
teaching authority. To quote St. Augustine: 

‘He (the Holy Spirit) codéperates to the fruit 
gathered from the good trees, since he externally 
waters, and cultivates them by the outward minis- 
try of men, and yet of himself bestows the inward 
increase.—De Gratia Christi, Chapter XIX. 

‘* This, indeed, belongs to the ordinary law 
of God’s loving providence that as he has 
decreed that men for thé most part shall be 
saved by the ministry also of men, so has 
he wished that those whom he calls to the 
higher planés of holiness should be led 
thereto by men; hence St. Chrysostom de- 
clares we are taught of God through the in- 
strumentality of men. (Homily I. in in- 
scrib altar.) Of this a striking example is 
given us-in the first days of the church. 

‘‘For though Saul, intent upon blood and 
slaughter, had heard the voice of our Lord 
himself and had asked: ‘ What dost thou 
wish metodo?” Yet.was he bidden to enter 
Damascus and search for Ananias. Acts 
ix.: ‘Enter the city and it shall be there 
told to thee what thou must do.’ 


Need of Teacher and Guide. 


‘* Nor can we leave out of consideration the 
truth that those who are striving after per- 
fection, since by that fact they walk in no 
beaten or well-known path, are the most 
liable to stray and hence have greater need 
than others of a teacher and guide. Such 
guidance has ever obtained in_ the 
church; it has been the universal teaching 
of those who throughout the ages have been 
eminent for wisdom and sanctity, and hence 
to reject it would be tocommit one’s self toa 
belief at once rash and dangerous. 

“A thorough consideration of this point, in 
the supposition that no exterior guide is 
granted such souls, will make us see the 
difficulty of locating or determining the 
direction and application of that more abun- 
dant influx of the Holy Spirit so greatly ex- 
tolled by innovators. 

‘To practice virtue there is absolute need 
of the assistance of the Holy Spirit, yet we 
find those who are fond of novelty giving an 
unwarranted importance to the natural vir- 
tues, as though they better responded tothe 
customs and necessities of the times, and 
that having these as his outfit man becomes 
both more ready to act and more strenuous 
in action. 

“It is not easy to understand how persons 
possessed of Christian wisdom can either 
prefer natural to supernatural virtues or 
attribute to them a greater efficacy and 
fruitfulness. Can it be that nature conjoined 
with grace is weaker than when left to her- 
self? 

- “ Gan it be that those men illustrious for 
sanctity, whom the church distinguishes and 
openly pays homage to, were deficient—came 
short In the order of nature and its endow- 
ments—because they excelled in Christian 
strength? And although it be allowed at 
times to wonder at acts worthy of admira- 
tion which are the outcome of natural vir- 
tue, is there any one at ail endowed simply 
with an outfit of natural virtue? Is there 
any one not tried by mental anxiety, and 
this in no light degree? Yet ever to master 
such, as also to preserve in its entirety the 
law of the natural order, requires an assist- 
ance from on high. 

Only Appear as Virtues. 

‘These single notable acts to which we 
have alluded will frequently, upon a closer 
investigation, be found to exhibit the ap- 

rance rather than the reality of virtue. 
Grant that it is virtue, unless we would ‘ run 
in vain’ and be unmindful of that eternal 
bliss which a good God in his mercy has 
destined for us, of what avail are natural 
virtues unless seconded by the gift of 
divine grace? Hence St. Augustine well 
says: 

** Wonderful is the strength, and swift the course, 
but outside the true path. For as the nature of 
man, owing to the primal! fault, is inclined to evil 
and dishonor, yet by the help of grace is raised up, 
is borne along with a new greatness and strength, 
so, too, virtue, which is not the product of nature 
alone, but of grace also, is made fruitful unter

TESTIMONY ON THE FEUD WITH R. 
MOLINEUX. 


Intensity of Hatred Existing Between 
the Two Shown at Inquest—Other 
Enemies Brought to Light—Cornish 
Makes Contradictory Statements 
Which Are Held Up to Him by Dis- 
trict and 
Barnet.

New York, Feb. 23.—[Special.]—Harry §&. 
Cornish had his chance today to go on the 
witness stand and explain why he suspected 
Roland B. Molineux of having tried to kill 
him by sending him poison—the poison which 
caused the death of Mrs. Katherine J. 
Adams. 

Cornish told his story eagerly and vehe- 
mentiy. He accused Molineux of having 
tried to take his employment from him and 
of having lied persistently and maliciously 
about him and about members of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club, both before and 
after the tragedy in the Adams household. 

He gave the name of a_ witness, Harry 
Witherspoon, who, he said, would testify 


prominent members of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic club. Continuing, Cornish said: 

‘Then, Molineux marrying so suddenly, 
created some suspicion in my mind, espe- 
cially when I heard that he was married to 
Miss Cheeseborough.”’ 

Cornish related that on the evening of 
the oft-mentioned amateur curcus at the 
Knickerbocker clubhouse he was invited 
into Barnet’s room as he was passing. 

“No other person,’ said Cornish, “ was 
in the room with Barnet besides Miss 
Cheeseborough. There was a partly filled 


' bottle of wine on the table and glasses were 


there also, which showed that the two had 
been drinking.”’ 

Cornish asserted that Barnet had left the 
clubhouse to go on a yachting trip, but had 
changed his plan, because, as he (Barnet) 
said to witness, he had learned that Moli- 
neux was to be one of the party. 


Book Written in Chicago. 


Cornish denied that the two books he is 
credited with having written showed any 
evidence that he knew something about 
chemistry. 

**One of the books was written by a man 
in Chicago,” added Cornish. 

Mr. Osborne then began a cross-examina- 
tion. He wanted to know why Cornish had 
immediately concluded on Mrs. Adams’ 
death that this case was similar to Barnet’s 
when he did not even suspect that poison 
had been sent to Barnet. Cornish was per- 
plexed.

HINT FOR ILLINOIS JUDGES. 


Ruling of Milwaukee Court Calls At- 
tention to Reckless Methods of 
| Naturalizing Aliens. 


The decision of Judge Dick of Milwaukee 
that in naturalization proceedings it is neces- 
sary to admit the applicant for final papers 
on. motion before the court, and that the 
Judge must certify that the proper findings 
have been made showing the applicant's 
right to citizenship, set the politicians of 
Chicago guessing. Such a decision in Illi- 
nois, it is said, would declare illegal about 
99 per cent of the naturalizations in this 
city for the last fifteen years and the papers 
taken away from the men naturalized. 

In Chicago and in other large cities the 
custom is to bring the applicants for papers 
to the courthouse in droves of from 200 
to 300, and usually no questions are asked 
the applicants tending to draw out their 
knowledge of the duties they are about to 
assume, nor are they given any instruction 
as to the importance of the oath they are 
about to take. That oath is administered 
with about as much formality as a waiter 
gives an order to a cook in a cheap restau- 
rant. 

Men who have had a chance to observe 
these proceedings say the result is that the 
alien, having no conception of the obliga- 
tion he is assuming, through the neglect 
of the Judges to explain the force of the 
obligation at the time, can never be made 
to understand it afterwards. They do not 
see why they should be asked to obey laws 
which they do not know they have under- 
taken to maintain, and they do not honor 
a constitution they know nothing about.

OBJECT TO THE TRANSFER RULE 


Patrons of the City Railway Make 
Many Protests—President Bowen 
Gives jan Explanation. 


Officials of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany and patrons of the road who are com- 
pelled to use more than one car line are 
not in harmony on the rule of the company 
allowing conductors to give transfers only 
at the time fares are paid. Communications 
sent to THE TRIBUNE by patrons of the road 
complain that the rule works a hardship, be- 
cause people generally forget to ask for a 
transfer until they are ready to change cars. 
President M. K. Bowen said yesterday re- 
garding the complaint: 

“We wish to prevent people who ride be- 
yond Thirty-ninth street from getting on the 
cars that only run to that street and forcing 
people who are only going that far to stand 
up. When the conductors used to give trans- 
fers anywhere the passenger happened to 
ask for them the Thirty-ninth street cars 
were frequently crowded by people going 
south of that street, who got another trans- 
fer at Thirty-ninth street, and then took an 
Oakwoods or Jackson Park car and finished 
the ride. The rule helps the patrons of the 
road as much as the company. I see no rea- 
son why we should furnish memories for 
people, anyhow. 

‘*‘We also discovered that nearly 1,500 
people at the Stock-Yards were in the habit 
of working the transfer system by riding 
home to lunch every day and back again on 
one fare. It got to the point where there 
were newsboys at every intersection ex- 
changing papers for transfers.” 

W. B. Hale, 619 Sixty-sixth street, In a 
communication to THE TRIBUNE, makes the 
following objection to the rule: 
_.“On the Cottage Grove line, for example, 
there are three sets of cable trains—the 
Thirty-eighth street, the Jackson Park, and 
the Oakwoods. These cars are identical in 
appearance, the only distinguishing feature 
being the sign on the front of the grip. 
Should a passenger fail to see this sign he 
will not know the destination of his car until 
he arrives at the transfer point. When he 
requests a transfer he is insolently refused 
Mr. Hale declares the 
illegal.

She traveled all over the country, visiting 
dentists, and for this was paid only $10 a 
week. She said in her testimony she was 
satisfied with this, because she believed 
that she was helping Dr. Lowry pay his 
debts and, being engaged to her employer, 
she hoped to ultimately enjoy more largely 
the fruits of her labors. Meanwhile the 
doctor lived in fine style at one of the lead- 
ing hotels in this city, made various trips, 
and spared no money when he was enter- 
taining himself. 


In court an engagement was clearly estab- 


lished by the doctor's letters to Miss Smith. 
It developed that an effort had been made 
to compromise the suit, but Miss Smith 
absolutely refused. 

Dr. Lowry has for a year or more been 
attentive to Miss Sayde Anderson, a promi- 
nent society girl of this city. On Tuesday 
of this week he took out a license to marry 
Miss Anderson, but the marriage was pre- 
vented by the girl’s parents. Miss Ander- 
son declares she_ will never marry Lowry, 
as he induced her to believe Miss Smith's 
proceedings were a form of blackmail.

Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 23.—[Special.]— 
Today President Angell gave out the ap- 
propriations which the faculty wishes to 
get from the State Legislature now in ses- 
sion. Altogether $180,000 is asked for from 
the State. 

The sum of $100,000 will be used to in- 
crease the facilities of the department of 
sciences. Professor Carhart will be given 
the entire use of the building now occu- 
pied by both himself and Dr. Vaughan and 
a new building will be erected for the use 
of Dr. Vaughan, Professor Rughard, and 
Professor Spaulding. 

The laboratories have been crowded for the 
last few years and this addition will greatly 
increase the facilities of the scientific de- 
par’ ment. 

The $80,000 remaining will be devoted to 
making more room for the university hos- 
pital work. At present the two medical 
schools each have a iarge hospital building, 
It is the plan 
to give the regular school the hospital now 
used by the hémeopathic department and 
erect a new building for the latter. 

Beside these definite requests a general 
appropriation for the summer school has 
been asked for. With this appropriation it 
is intended to reduce materially the tuition 
for the summer school courses and thus 
encourage graduate students to tome to 
Michigan for their summer work. 


ATTACK THE ATKINSON BILL. 


Railroad Attorneys Make Claim in 
Lansing the Measure Is Un- 
constitutional. 


Lansing, Mich., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—The 
Legislature devoted the entire day to listen- 
ing to arguments by railroad attorneys 
against the Atkinson bill for the taxation ot 
railroad, express, telephone, and telegraph 
property. 

Claim of unconstitutionality is based on 
the fact that the bill fixes an entirely differ- 
ent basis for arriving at the valution of 
these classes of property than is provided 
for ascertaining the value of other property 
of the State, and that the penalty provided 
for failure to pay taxes promptly by these 
companies is many times more severe than 
that for not paying taxes on other property y. 

It was maintained that the objection of the 
people is not to the method of taxing these 
companies, but that not enough revenue is 
produced.

Illinois Congressman Gets a 
Reduction in Price of . 
Armor Plate. 


FIGHT IS A BITTER ONE. 


Maximum for Krupp Product 
$445 Instead of $545 
Per Ton. 


ACTION ON VARIOUS BILLS. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—C 
Hopkins of Illinois won a great victory in 
the House this afternoon in cutting down 
the price to be paid for armor plate from 
$545 to $445 per ton. 

Another victory over the committee was 
secured by the adoption of a provision to 
the naval bill creating the rank of Admiral * 
of the Navy. This was accomplished by .: 
Mr. Moody [Mass.], who offered a copy of 
the Senate bill creating this rank in Dewey’s 
interests as an ainendment to the naval bill. 
The amendment was clearly subject to the 
point ef order ‘against it raised by Mr. Bou- 
telle, but the sentiment of the House was 
sO apparently unanimous in favor of the 
amendment that he withdrew the point of 
order, and it was adopted- without a dissent- 
ing vote. The Naval committee had amend- 
ed the Senate bill so as to also create the 
rank of Vice Admiral in Sampson’s interest, 
but Mr. Moody’s amendment was the orig- 
inal Senate bill without the latter provision. 


Spirited Fight Begins. . 

When the question of Mr. Boutelle’s 
amendment fixing the price of armor plate 
at $545 per ton came up, Mr. Hopkins [Rep., 
lll.) moved to amend so as to fix the price at 
$445 per ton. The royalty on Krupp armor, 
he said, was $45 per ton, and he had searched 
in vain for evidence to show that the manu- 
facture of Krupp armor was more expen~ 
sive than Harvey armor. There had been 
no independent investigation. There was 
no recommendation, save from a subordinate 
official of the Navy department. J 

“That is not true,” interrupted Mr. Bou- 
telle, flourishing aloft a handful of docu- 
ments. “I have Here the evidence which | 
the House refuses to hear.” 

Mr. Hopkins declared that he had been 
informed on reputable authority that the 
proposition irf the bill was an attempt to 
**bunko’’ the government.

Mr. Boutelle and Mr. Dalzell [Rep., Pa.].

won't,” shouted Mr. Boutelle. “I 
challenge him to name a single man who 
ever made such a statement.”’ 

“The gentleman would not permit the 
member from Maine to black his boots,” 
retorted Mr. Hopkins, turning indignantly 
upon his antagonist. 

At this point the gavel took Mr. Hopkins . 
off the floor, and Mr. Rixey [Dem., Va.], @ 
member of the Naval committee, in @ 
minute speech, opposed the committee's 
‘proposition, which, he said, would increase 
the cost of armor for a single ship $440,000. 

Mr. Hepburn [Rep., Ia.] made a violent as- 
sault on the committee’s recommendation 
to increase the cost of armor. The commit- 
tee, he said, sometimes vacillated as to the 
number of ships to be authorized, but it 
never vacillated in recommending that the 
government should be annually held up by 
the manufacturers of armor plate and com- 
pelled to pay extravagant prices. 


Illegitimate Profits. 

Mr. Hepburn said he had no doubt that 
every ton of armor bought from the two 
companies which supplied the government 
had yielded more than a hundred dollars of 
illegitimate profit. He woulé not makesuch 
a statement, he said, without warrant. He 
then recalled the fact that several yearsago 
the Secretary of the Navy made the astound- 
ing statement that one of these companies 
was selling armor to foreign governments 
at one-half the price we were paying. Inves- 
tigation then showed the cost of armor to 
be $167 per ton. We were then paying $560. 

After reviewing the history of the armor 
plate investigation he asserted that the 
committee always resisted every effort of 
the government te get from under the do- 
minion and rapacity of these companies. 
Now that the cost of Harvey armor had 
been reduced to $400 the committee ap- 
peared with something “ infinitely superior,” 
but, he added, sarcastically, the committee 
did not seem to know in what the superiority 
consisted. There was the same old mys- 
tery, the same old wecrecy—but always 
against the interest of the United States. 
{Applause.] 

Mr. Walker [Rep., Mass.] offered an 
amendment to Mr. Hopkins’ amendment pro- 
viding that the government should not pay 
more for armor plate than any foreign gov- 
ernment paid. The vote was taken om this 
amendment, which was carried—112 to 4. 

The Hopkins amendment to the amend- 
ment was carried—102 to 78, and as amended 
(fixing the price of armor at. $445) the amend- 
ment was adopted without division. 

Dewey’s New Rank. 

Mr. Moody [Rep., Mase.] then created 
something of a furore by offering at the 
end of the bill a copy of the Senate bili to 
create the rank of Admiral of the Navy. 
Uproarious applause greeted the reading 
of the amendment. The Naval committees 
had amended this bill so as to create the 
rank of Vice Admiral as well as Admiral, 
the purpose being to. allow Dewey to be 
appointed Admiral and Sampson Vice Ad- 
miral. This move euchered the Naval com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Boutelle at first reserved a point of 
order against the amendment, but turning 
suddenly on Mr. Moody declared he would 
withdraw the point in deference to what 
appeared to be the general demand of the 
House, if the amendment could be voted on 
without debate.

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NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


COMMISSIONER YEOMANS TALKS oF 
TRUNK LINE TARIFF, 


Declares the Interstate Commerce 
Board Has Expressed No Opinion on 
the Rates Which, Went into Effect 
on Feb. 1—Its Efforts Are Confined 
to the Prevention of Discrimination 
—Board of Trade’s Complaint to Be 
Taken Up Soon, . 


‘Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
James D. Yeomans arrived in the city yes- 


terday from Washington, D, C., and con- | 


ferred in the afternoon with the Transpor- 
tation committee of the Board of Trade. 
He said the protest made by the Board of 
Trade regarding discrimination by the East- 
ern trunk lines against Chicago will be 
taken up by the commission within the next 


' ten days. 


“Statements have recently been- made,” 
said Mr. Yeomans, “that the commission 
had approved the tariffs filed by the East- 
ern trunk lines, taking effect Feb. 1, by 
which’ certain important changes in rates 
were made, some Of which affect Chicago. 
There is not a word of truth in the sug- 
gestion. The commission has never ex- 
pressed an opinion that the tariffs are or 
are not proper. 

“The commission did confer with the 
Presidents of the Eastern trunk lines re- 

rding measures to secure the transac- 
tlon of railroad business upon an open rate. 
The requirement that rates shall be pub- 
lished, and that the published rate shall be 
charged to ai! shippers alike, is the founda- 
tion of the interstate commerce law. Dis- 
regard of that requirement has produced 
more discrimination and injustice than all 
other violations of the act, and these pref- 
erencés have almost always been in favor 
of the strong and against the weak. 


Reduction in the Tariffs. 


“Tt should be noticed that these tariffs 
in no case raise and in many cases they re- 
duce previous rates. The rate from Chicago 
to New York was reduced on dressed meais 
from 45 to 40 cents, on bulk meats from 35 
to 30 cents, on provisions from 30 to 25cents, 
on cattle from 28 to 25 cents, and on sheep 
and hogs from 30 to 25 cents. 

‘‘The recently published statement that 
the new grain rates were 138% cents from St 
Tuis and Mississippi River points to New 
York as against 16 cents from Chicago to 
New York, is not correct. The present 
domestic rate from St. Louis and Mississippi 
River pcints is 20% cents, as against 17% 
cents froin Chicago. There is a rate from 
Mississipp! River points of 13% cents, but 
it applies only to grain originating beyond 
the Mississippi River which is billed from 
the point of origin directly through to the 
foreign destination. Such grain might move 
either through St. Louis or Chicago. 

‘‘Many people suppose the commission is 
consulted about the rate before it is filed, 
and that it can alter the rate at pleasure 
after it is filed. This is wrong. It has noth- 
ing to do with making the rate, and after 
the rate is made it cannot alter it without 


a formal hearing.”’ 
Plan to Retain High Rates. 


Railroad managers seem to be using the 
Interstate Commerce commission to assist 
them in maintaining high rates. Several 
meetings between the Presidents of rail- 
roads and the commission already have been 
held and another is to be held in Washing- 
ton on Feb. 28 to secure the codperation in 
enforcing the interstate commerce law. 

At a meeting of the Southwestern Traffic 
association at St. Louis last Friday an at- 
tempt was made to reénact the agree- 
ment, providing that the chairman should 
promptly forward to the Interstate Com- 
merce commission any evidence he may ob- 
tain against a road that it is not adhering 
to regularly published rates. The proposi- 
tion nearly caused a disruption of the asso- 
ciation. The Missouri Pacific and several 
other roads threatened to withdraw from 
the association at once if that provision 
was reénacted, but some of the other lines 
took the position that an agreement that 
did not provide for the prosecution of rate 
cutting lines would be useless. A stormy 
discussion was terminated by the adoption 
of a resolution to adjourn for one month. 


Activity of the Burlington. 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road company has decided to purchase the 
Burlington and Northern, which is now op- 
erated by it under lease. It intends to ex- 
pend the sum of $5,000,000 in improvements 
and betterments on its main line. It will 
also buy the Ottawa and Fox River road. 
Chairman Hannaway of the Finance com- 
mittee, in making the announcement of the 
company’s intention, says the Illinois bond- 
ed debt of the company will be refunded, but 
nothing will be done toward refunding the 
$30,000.000 bonds due in 1903. There wasa 
sharp break in the stock of the road owing 
to the above announcements. The improve- 
ments and purchases contemplate the rais- 
ing of $16,000,000. To do this the share- 
holders will be offered $4,000,000 new stock 
and $16,000,000 3% per cent bonds. 

For the last two seasons the differential 
lines have been making a lower rate for 
tourists to Eastern summer resorts than the 
standard lines. The latter insist that this 
season the rates shall be alike by all lines. 
The Central Passenger association met :n 
this city yesterday to consider the matter, 
but.owing to the non-representation of sev- 
eral lines no action could be taken. Amother 
meeting for this purpose will be held on 
March 7.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 23.—At a special meet- 
ing of the directors of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railroad today it was decided 
to raise $5,000,000 for improvement and 
equpment purposes, and to issue $18,000,000 
in new bonds with the proceeds cf 
which the Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern and the Keokuk and West- 
ern railroads are to be bought in. and 
the Ottawa, Oswego and Fox River Valley 
road 8 per cent bonds falling due in 1900 are 
to be liquidated. 


New Pacific Bonds Sold. 

New York, Feb. 23.—Speyer & Co. an- 
nounce that they have sold all of the new 
Centra! Pacific and Southern Pacific bonds 
which the syndicate agreed to take under 
the Central Pacific readjustment plan. The 
new first refunding mortgage bonds are now 
quoted at 102% bid, the new Central Pacific 
3% per cent gold bonds at 88 bid, and the new 
Southern Pacific gold bonds at 84% bid. 


Iowa Roads Show Increase. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—The 
last year has been one of increased profit 
for lowa railroads. An increase is noted in 
the earnings of all but one of the lines which 
has yet reported. The Chicago & Northwest- 
ern heads the list, with an average increase 
in its earnings of $1,117 a mile. The Sioux 
City Terminal and Warehouse company 
shows a decrease of $7,757 a mile.

“ This overesteem of natural virtu 
a method of expression in assuming amine 
all virtues in active and passive, and it is 
alleged that, whereas passive virtues found 
better place in past times, our age is to be 
characterized by the active. That such a 
division and distinction cannot be main- 
tained is patent, for there is not, nor can 
there be, merely passive virtue. ‘ Virtue,’ 
Says St. Thomas Aquinas, ‘ designates the 
perfection of -some faculty, but the end of 
such faculty is an act. and an act of virtue 
is naught else than the good use of free 
wil,’ acting, that is to say, under the grace 
of God, if the act be one of supernatural 
virtue. 

“* He alone could wish that some Christian 
virtues be adapted to certain times and dif- 
ferent ones for other times who is unmind- 
ful of the apostle’s words: ‘That those 
whom he foreknew he predestined to be 
made conformable to the image of his son.’ 
(Romans viili., 29.) 

“Christ is the teacher and the exemplar 
of all sanctity, and to his standard must all 
those conform who wish for eternal life. 
Nor does Christ know any change as the 
ages pass, ‘for he is yesterday and today 
and the same forever.’ (Hebrews xiil., 8.) 
To the men of all ages was the precept given: 
‘Learn of me, because Iam meek and humble 
of heart.’ (Matthew xi., 29.) 

“To every age has he been made manifest 
to us as obedient even unto death; in every 
age the apostles’ dictum has its 
‘those who are Christ’s have crucified their 
flesh with its vices and concupiscences.’ 
Would to God that more nowadays practiced 
these virtues in the degree of the saints of 
past times, who in humility, obedience, and 
self-restraint were powerful ‘in word andin 
deed ’—to the great advantage not only of 
religion but of the state and the public wel- 
fare, 

Contempt of Religious Life. 

“From this disregard of the evangelical 
virtues, arroneously styled passive, the step 
was a short one to a contempt of the re- 
ligious life which has im some degree taken 
hold of minds. That such a value is gen- 
erally held by the upholders of new views 
we infer from certain statements concern- 
ing the vows which religious orders take. 
They say vows are alien to the spirit of 
our times, in that they limit the bounds of 
human liberty; that they are more suitable 
to weak than to strong minds; that so far 
from making for human perfection and the 
good of human organization, they are hurt- 
ful to both; but that this is as false as pos- 
sible from the practice and the doctrine of 
the church is clear, since she has always 
given the highest approval to the religious 
method of life; nor without good cause, for 
those who under the divine call have freely 
embraced that state of life did not content 
themselves with the observance of precepts, 
but, going forward to the evangelical coun- 
sels, showed themselves ready and valiant 
soldiers of Christ... Shall we judge this to 
bea characteristic of weak minds, or shall 
we say that it is useless or hurtful to a 


more perfect state of life? 


Fuller and Freer Liberty. 

‘‘“Those who so bind themselves by the 
vows of religion, far from having suffered 
a loss of liberty, enjoy that fuller‘and freer 
kind, that liberty, namely, by which Christ 
hath made us free. And this further view 
of theirs. namely, that the religious life is 
either entirely useless or of little service to 
the church, besides being injurious to the 
religious orders, cannot be the opinion of 
any one who has read the annals of the 
church. 

‘‘Did not your country, the United States, 
derive the beginnings both of faith and of 
culture from the children of these religious 
families? To one of whom but lately, a 


‘thing greatly to your praise, you have de- 


creed that a statue be publicly erected. And 
even at the present time wherever religious 
families are found, how speedy and yet how 
fruitful a harvest of good works do they not 
bring forth. How many leave home and 
seek strange lands to impart the truth of 
the gospel and to widen the bounds of civil- 
ization, and this they do with the greatest 
cheerfulness amid manifold dangers. Out 
of their number not less, indeed, than from 
the rest of the clergy the Christian world 
finds the preachers of God’s word, the di- 
rectors of consciences, the teachers of 
youth, and the church itself the examples 
of all sanctity. 

** Nor should any difference of praise be 
made between those who follow the active 
state of life from those others who, charm 
with solitude, give themselves to praye 
and bodily mortification. And how much, in- 
deed, of good report these have merited, and 
do merit, is known surely to all who do 
not forget that the ‘ continual prayer of the 
just man’ avails to placate and to bring 
down the blessings of heaven when to such 
prayers bodily mortification is added. 


Without Obligation of Vows. 

* But if there be those who prefer to form 
one body without the obligation of the vows 
let them pursue such a course. It is not 
new in the church, nor in any wise censur- 
able. Let them be careful, however, not to 
set forth such a state above that of re- 
ligious orders. But, rather, since mankind 
are more disposed at the present time to in- 
dulge themselves in pleasures, let those be 
held in greater esteem ‘ who, having left 
all things, have followed Christ.’ 

“* Finally, not to delay too long, it is stated 
that the way and method hitherto in use 
among Catholics for bringing back those 
who have fallen away from the church 
should be left aside and another one chosen, 
in which matter it will suffice to note that 
it is not the part of prudence to neglect that 
which antiquity in its long experience has 
approved, and which is also taught by 
apostolic authority. 

‘““The scriptures teach us that it fs the 
duty of all to be solicitous for the salvation 
of one’s neighbor, according to the power 
and position of each. The faithful do this 
by religiously discharging the duties of 
their state of life, by the uprightness of their 
conduct, by their works of Christian char- 
ity, and by earnest and continuous prayer 
to God. On the other hand, those who be- 
long to the clergy should do this by an en- 
lichtened fulfillment of their preaching 
ministry, by the pomp and splendor of cere- 
monies, especially by setting forth that 
sound form of doctrine which Saint Paul 
inculcated upon Titus and Timothy. 

“But if, among the different ways of 
preaching the word of God, that one some- 
times seems to be preferable which 1s di- 
rected to non-Catholics, not in churches, but 
in some suitable place, in such wise that 
controversy is not sought, buf friendly 
conference, such a method is certainly with- 
out fault. 

** But let those who undertake such min- 
istry be set apart by the authority of the 
Bishops, and let them be men whose science 
and virtue have been previously ascertained. 
For we think that there are many in your 
country who are separated from Catho''« 
truth more by ignorance than by ill-will, 
who might perchance more easily be drawn 
to the one fold of Christ if this truth be set 
forth to them in a friendly and familiar 


way.

But if by this name are to be under- 
stood certain endowments of mind which be- 
long to the American people, just as other 
characteristics belong to various other na~ 
tions, and if, moreover, by it is designated 
your political condition and the laws and 
customs by which you are governed, there is 
no reason to take exception to the name. 

‘* But if this is to be so understood that the 
doctrines which have been adverted to above 
are not only indicated, but exalted, there 
can be no manner of doubt that our vener- 
able brethren, the Bishops of America, 
would be the first to repudiate and condemn 
it as being most injuriqus to themselves and 
to their country. For it would give rise to 
the suspicion that there are among you 
some who conceive and would have the 
church in America to be different from what 
it is in the rest of the world. 

‘‘ But the true church is one as by unity of 
doctrine, so by unity of government, and she. 
is Catholic also. Since God has placed the 
center and foundation of unity in the chair 
of blessed Peter, she is rightly called the 
Roman Church, for ‘ where Peter is, there is 
the church.’ Wherefore, if anybody wishes 
to be considered a real Catholic, he ought to 
be able to say from his heart the self same 
words which Jerome addressed to Pope 
Damasus: 

_** T acknowledge no other leader than Christ, am 
bound in fellowship with your Holiness; that is, 
with the chair of Peter. I know that the chureh 
was built upon him as its rock, and that whosoever 


‘gathereth not with you scattereth. 


‘We have thought it fitting. beloved son, 
in view of your high office, that this letter 
should be addressed specially to you. It 
will also be our care to see that copies are 
sent to the Bishops of the United States, 
testify again that love by which we em- 
brace your whole couatry—a country which 
in past times has done so much for the cause 
of religion and which will by the divine as- 
sistance continue to do still greater things. 
To you and to all the faithful of A erica we 
grant most lovingly, aS 4 pledge of divine 
assistance, our apostolic benediction. 

“ Given at Rome, from St. Peter’s, the 22d 
day of January, 1899, and the thirty-first of 
our pontificate. Leo XIII.
